Dear Mr. Williams, 

As the 1962-63 season of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art comes to a close and before your 
departure for Europe, I would like this opportu¬ 
nity to bring you up-to-date on the activities 
of The Associates of the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

It had previously been agreed to by the Governors 
of the Associates of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
that after our final general meeting, to be held 
on Tuesday, April 30th, a report would be sent to 
Mr. George Hamilton, Jr., President of the Board 
of Trustees as well as to the Chairman of the 
Women’s Committee and the President of The Friends 
of the Corcoran to keep them apprised of our 
recent activities and our future plans. 

Herewith follows a resume of the activi¬ 
ties we have undertaken during the past eight months 

The Board of Governors of The Associates 
of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, so established in 
the by-laws of The Associates, have held seven 
meetings, the purpose being to establish policy 
and agree on activities and procedures to be 
adopted by The Associates; 

The Associates of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art have met in general session twice and are 
scheduled to meet again on Tuesday, April 30th, 
to approve the programs and procedures recommended 
by the Board of Governors and to increase the 
participation of The Associates in the work of the 
group; 








With regard to our major undertaking, 

"An Exhibition qr fills. History OL Nation 1 ? 

Can1tnV » r which Mr, John Kauffmannhas agreed 
j to head as chairman, three meetings have been 
held and a fourth is scheduled for next month. 

Research into material for the exhibition is 
already well underway. Mr. Donelson Hoopes of 
the Gallery staff is acting as liaison between 
the Gallery and this committee and has been present 
at all of the meetings. His advice and assistance 
have been most helpful. This is our most ambitious 
project but with Mr. Hoopes’ cooperation we hope 
that this will prove to be an exhibition truly 
worthy of the past traditions of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art; 

The Children’s Film Series was approached 
very hesitantly by 'Jhe Associates because of the 
fact that our first efforts were to come so late 
in the season and that attendance might suffer as 
a result. We hoped to fill the auditorium's capa¬ 
city of 200 with one showing on the two Saturdays 
for which programs were planned. We received al¬ 
most 600 requests for tickets, scheduled two show¬ 
ings for each Saturday and could have held a third 
showing had the Gallery’s facilities permitted; 

On Saturday, October 6, 1962, The Associates 
held ji tea dance in the atrium of the Gallery. Ad¬ 
mission was $5 per person which included an open bar 
and orchestra. Decorations and other attractions 
were dispensed with so as not to conflict in any way 
with the Women’s Committee annual Supper Dance. With 
barely two weeks’ notice of this event to members 
over 150 members subscribed and all who attended 
were most enthusiastic and hoped The Associates would 
continue and expand this activity next year; 

On March 1, The Associates hosted a reception 
for area artists represented in the Art Rental Gallery 
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collection. All those members of the Gallery staff 
present at this reception strongly urged that The 
Associates repeat this event next year by virtue 
of the goodwill it engendered and the reaction of 
both the artists and Gallery members as to the in¬ 
terest and value of such a gathering; 

An exhibition of privately-owned art , similar 
to the showing at the Corcoran Gallery in March of 
1952, is also in the researching stage for showing 
in February of 1964, although at this time the pre¬ 
cise format and direction of the exhibtion has not 
been finally determined; 

In addition, we have happily assisted the 
Women's Committee in a number of their projects 
such as their annual house tour and Supper Dance 
as well as the Gallery in such enterprises as the 
h Bienniel. On May 11, we are also hosting a gradua- 
1 tion party for the children in the Art School. 

H At present The Associates comprise 36 unit 
memberships (in many cases a unit membership in¬ 
cludes husband and wife both of whom are active 
workers in Associates' projects). We are hopeful 
of increasing this to around fifty, being particu¬ 
larly anxious to attract individuals not heretofore 
affiliated with the Gallery. 

I would like to emphasize that all of our 
activities have been directed solely to members 
of the Gallery but at the same time with the hope 
of attracting new membership in Gallery activities. 

In summing up, we, The Associates, consider 
ourselves a group of younger Washingtonians with a 
specific interest in the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
and hopeful that by our efforts and hard work we 
can contribute to an increased interest in the 
Corcoran Gallery and an even greater appreciation 
of the Corcoran as a treasury of the finest and 
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most stimulating in the field of American art. 
We consider it a privilege to be part of the 
family of the Gorcoran Gallery and look to both 
the Trustees of the Gallery and the staff to 
guide us into those activities which in their 
experience will prove of most value and benefit 
v to the Gallery. This is our purpose.

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The Committee agreed to the exchange of Marjoree Dec's Foliage 
for her earlier painting Watermelon (56.1) as proposed by the artist and 
recommended by the staff. 

Mr. Lahey { s offer of the gift of his drawing of himself, Edward 
Hopper and the former Director, C. Powell Minnegerode walking through the 
snowy streets of New York on a Biennial trip was accepted with warm 
appreciation. 

The President read to the Committee a letter that he received that 
morning from Dr. Carroll, the President of George Washington University in 
reply to his letter asking for clarification of the University's position 
vis-a-vis the Art School. The Secretary stated that, in his opinion, certain 
of the statements in Dr. Carroll's letter were not in accordance with the 
facts as he understood them and that no George Washington student to his 
knowledge had been refused admission to any of our classes because of lack of 
space. The Secretary was asked to verify his belief and to communicate the 
results by memorandum to the President. 

The President also reported briefly on recent developments concerning 
the Halpert collection. He advised the Committee that Mrs. Halpert had had a 
two hour conference with Commissioner Caplin and that he had also been in 
receipt of a letter from Mrs. Halpert's attorney which asked him not to communi¬ 
cate further with the original conferee. The Secretary reported that Mrs. 
Halpert's collection was to be returned to her early in April because of the 
expense of maintaining the insurance on it and that this arrangement was 
entirely satisfactory to Mrs. Halpert.

A meeting of the Committee on Works of Art was held at the Gallery 
at 11:00. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Finley, the other mem¬ 
bers present being Messrs. Hamilton, Glover and Gray.

The Corcoran School of Art begs to submit the following report 
covering the period January 1 - March 31, 1963. 


In the first quarter of 1963, the Fall session of the adult school, 
which is also attended by George Washington University students, came to 
a successful conclusion on the 31st of January. The children's Saturday 
classes concluded their autumn term during the same week. 

The enrollment for the daily school sessions was 457. The total 
number of children and parents attending the Saturday morning sessions 
was 341. 

Our Spring, 1963, semester began on February 4th with an enrollment 
of 438 (120 George Washington, 318 Corcoran) students in day and evening 
adult sessions. In our new term the population of children and their 
parents in the Saturday morning classes consisted of a total of 343 students. 

The school was successful in promoting for itself a picture story on 
March 11, 1963, that began with a large photograph on the front page of The 
Washington Post and continued with a banner head and a full strip of pictures 
on the first page of the second section of the newspaper. The publicity re- 
suited in many inquiries by phone and letter, and brought in additional reg¬ 
istrants to the school. 

In March and April the English-Speaking Union exhibited approximately 
90 drawings by American, Australian and English children in the school gal¬ 
lery. A picture story mentioning the Corcoran School appeared in The Wash ¬ 
ington Post in March. 






Our newly redesigned summer school folder has been completed and is 
in the hands of the printer for delivery to us and distribution to interest¬ 
ed parties during April. The layout, typography, and art work were all a 
product of the Commercial Art department of the art school. 

The design of the new Fall catalogue is also in progress and should be 
completed early in May. 

It is planned to strengthen the Printmaking department by adding equip¬ 
ment which will make it possible to exploit new methods of printmaking. Con¬ 
tinuing efforts at enlarging curriculum and improving the school environment 
will help in expanding our enrollment at the Corcoran School.

The construction of the kiln enclosure in the courtyard and the instal¬ 
lation of the kiln have been completed. Costs so far on the kiln and enclosure 
have amounted to and an anticipated $6,H90. in bills are still outstanding. 

The equipment is in operation and functions to the full satisfaction of the 
Ceramic Department. 

Other improvements in the School include ten additional 8 1 florescent 
light fixtures in the Commercial Art class at a cost of $l|63.1jt>j the construction 
of a number of cabinets and shelves for the sculpture department and the instal¬ 
lation in the men*s room of four new sinks purchased from G. C. Fry Plumbing 
Company at a cost of $381 j..80. 

The Membership office which had gradually deteriorated into a storage 
room of office equipment and printed material was equipped with new walnut 
storage cabinets and partitions constructed by the Gallery*s carpenter. 

At meetings of this Committee in March, two major projects were con¬ 
sidered: 

1) the addition of 800 amperes to our current electrical power 

2) the refurbishing of the atrium and gallery 30 as a project 
for the Women*s Committee. 
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April, 1963 

The installation of additional power which is expected to cost approxi¬ 
mately $7000 is recommended by this Committee. The current electrical capacity 
is pushed to its limits and with the new electrical equipment in the School and 
possible air conditioning of gallery 30 , it is essential that our capacity be 
increased. 

The Women* s Committee at its quarterly meeting on March 26th, approved 
the refurbishing of gallery 30 as its project. It felt that the renovation of 
the atrium should be seriously considered but wishes to give gallery 30 first 
priority. The improvements of that room should serve as a model for subsequent 
renovations of other exhibition areas and is to include flexible lighting system 
and air conditioning which will probably involve a lowered ceiling. Tentative 
estimates for this work have been $13,300. although it is realized that this 
amount may well have to be increased. Mr. Waldron Faulkner is currently col¬ 
laborating with Mr. Carroll B. Lusk, a lighting expert on the staff of the 
Smithsonian Institution. Mr. Lusk has had considerable experience in museum 
lighting at the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts among others and is to work out 
a system suited for our particular needs. Once the lighting principle has been 
worked out and is approved, Mr. Faulkner will draw up necessary plans for the 
project and get the estimates from various contractors.

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COMMITTEE ON THE BUILDING AND GROUNDS 
March 21, 1963 


The meeting of the Gommittee on the Building and Grounds was 
held at the Gallery at 2:00 p.m. on March 21. The meeting was called 
to order by the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Bradley, the other member 
present being Mr. Gray. The Secretary and the Assistant Secretary were 
also present. 

The Committee again discussed the next project for the Women*s 
Committee: the refurbishment of either the atrium or gallery 30 or both. 

A preliminary estimate had been received from Cool-Heat Sales Company, Inc. 
on work planned for gallery 30 . 

It is the opinion of the Committee that Mr. Waldron Faulkner 
should be consulted and that he should coordinate whatever work will be 
done in these areas. 

The refurbishing in the atrium would include new wall covering, 
improved lighting and possibly new informative painting labels of uniform 
appearance. The cost of this is expected to be approximately $8,500. 

The improvements in gallery 30 would be an improved flexible 
lighting system and air conditioning which would probably necessitate a 
lowered ceiling. The Gallery staff expects the cost to amount to 
approximately $15,500 although it is entirely possible that the final 
cost would exceed this sum. 

The Board has tentatively agreed to allocate some $7,000 which 
will be required to bring in from the street the additional electrical 
power necessitated by the air conditioning and relighting. 

The staff was instructed to explore the possibility of having 
the air conditioning unit for gallery 30 also cool the Ceramic Depart¬ 
ment's Wheel Room.

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COMMITTEE ON THE BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


February 6, 1963 


The meeting of the Committee on the Building and Grounds was held at 


the Gallery at 2:30 p. m. on February 6. The meeting was called to order by 
the Chairman of the Committee, Mr. Bradley, the other members present being 
Messrs. Hamilton and Gray. The Secretary and Assistant Secretary were also 
present. 


The. provision of additional electrical power for the entire bull din; 


ig 


was discussed. We are currently pushing our electrical panels almost beyond 
capacity and expect an increased need for electrical power with improved 
lighting and electrical tools for the new Ceramics Department and the possible 
air conditioning *f certain areas of the building. The Gallery 1 s Superintendent 
was called in and explained that the Auguste Electrical Service, in consultation 
with Mr. Goldworthy of Pepco, recommended the installation of electrical conduits 
and conductors to a new IpOO amp switch in the boiler room and the same for a new 
lj.00 amp switch in the Clark sub-basement which would add 800 amperes to our 
existing 1200 amperes. The firms estimate on this installation came to a total 
of $6,730. Pepco has been asked to make a study of the Gallery^ needs for 
improved lighting. When their report has been received, a final decision will 
be made as to the extent of increasing our electrical capacity. 


The renovation and refurbishing of the atrium and gallery 30 as a pro¬ 


ject for the Women 1 s Committee was discussed. It was felt that relatively 
little work needs to be done in the atrium. All wall moldings except the floor rail 
and hanging moldings should be removed and the walls covered with sheet rock. The 
repainting could be done by the Gallery 1 s maintenance staff. The lighting of the 
pictures displayed in the atrium would have to be improved, based on the recom¬ 
mendations of a lighting expert. The walls of gallery 30 would only need to be 

repainted. A false ceiling should be installed at a height of approximately lU* 
and the windows should be bricked up. Special versatile lighting fixtures would 

be installed in the false ceiling and the room should possibly be air conditioned, 

with the unit placed above the false ceiling. This would necessitate the instal¬ 
lation of glass doors at the entrances to this gallery. The staff is to get 
detailed estimates on these projects before a proposal is made to the Women 1 s 
Committee. 


The Secretary asked the Committee to keep in mind for future serious 


consideration the provision of additional space by flooring over galleries 62 , 

63 and 6 I 4 . which have a ceiling height of about 28 1 . These new areas could, for 
instance, be used for the School 1 s studio classrooms. Flooring over the Boiler 
Room was also suggested in order to provide additional storage space. 

The Assistant Secretary was authorized to ask for bids on ventilating or 
possibly air conditioning the Wheel Room of the Ceramics Department in the School. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 3:33.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report 
on activities and progress of this department covering the period from 
January I through March 31, 1963. 

. MEMBERSHIP 

A total of 3030 Members in the Association of the Corcoran Gallery at the 
end of the period covered by this report is the highest number ever 
achieved in the Gallery's Membership program. A detailed report is at¬ 
tached , 

Since March billing letters to higher category renewals were not released 
untiI March 25th there is a siight drop in Membership income as compared 
to that of the identical period in 1962. However, receipts in ApriI show 
that most of these Members are renewing in their usual categories. Total 
income for the first three months in 1963 was $11,821 and $14,320.46 in 
1962, a decrease of $2,499.46. 

As of January 31, 1963 the category "Parking Student" was dropped. A "Non- 

Resident Membership" was instituted. It entitles these Members to receive 
approximate Iy six Corcoran Publications a year in lieu of Annual Membership 
privileges as follows: I publication at the time the Member joins the Gal¬ 
lery, the Annual Report, and two additional mailings of the Gallery's 
choice in early May and late November. (See memorandum of 10/25/63 approved 
by the Board of Trustees at meeting on 10/29/62 from LS to HWW, GV & IWW, 
attached herewith.) This new category with dues fixed at $10.00 per year, 
we hope, wi II hold on our roI Is a portion of active Members who, for various 
reasons, leave the vicinity of Washington. It is interesting to note, how¬ 
ever, that several Non-Resident Members have renewed in higher categories 
which they have previously held as Resident Members while requesting Non- 
Resident Memberships. 






2. PUBLICATIONS DESK 

Gross income for the first three months in 1963 was $6091.43 as compared 
to $5176.29 in 1962, an increase of $915.14 for the period. A detailed 
report is attached. 

3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


Twenty-nine paintings were sold from the 28th Biennial Exhibition, Janu¬ 
ary 18th - March 3rd, at a gross value of $57,645.00. Sixteen of these 
twenty-nine works were purchased by the Ford Foundation, six of them to 
remain in the permanent collection of the Corcoran Gallery. 

The Stephen Greene Exhibition opened on March 15th and until March 31st 
seven paintings and drawings, for a total of $4125.00, were sold. This 
show will continue through April 14th and may produce additional sales. 

In the Washington Artists Series, the two first exhibitions, Ed McGowin 
and Clare Ferriter produced no sales. Five works were sold from the 
Jacob Kainen show, February 26th through March 24th, at a gross value of 
$ 1500 . 00 . 

4. PUBLICITY 


Sixteen releases were issued to the local and national press during the 
first three months of 1963. As a result activities at the Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery were mentioned no less than 85 times in magazines, national and 
local newspapers, etc. There was a color story on the 28th Biennial 
Prize Winners in the Magazine Section of the Sunday Star on January 20th, 
extensive coverage of the Biennial in the local press as well as articles 
in the West Coast edition of the New York Times and in the Chicago-Ameri- 
can. In addition. New York Times art critic, John Canaday, devoted most 
of his program on NBC-TV on Sunday, January 20th to the Corcoran Biennial 
as did Emily Genauer, art critic of the New York Herald Tribune, on the 
same network on Thursday, February 8th. 

It might be noted that in the same period of 1962 the Corcoran Gal Iery 
also sent out 16 press releases which produced a total of 41 mentions in 








5. ART RENTAL SERVICE 


During the period covered by this report the Art Rental Service had an in¬ 
come of $2009-50; from rentaI fees $1735-00, commissions on works sold 
$181.50, and over-due charges $93-00. This represents an increase of 
$342.05 compared to the last three months of 1962, when the income was
